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ROMANESQUE CAPITALS 
A MEMORIAL TO ELISABETH DEWITT SEVERANCE 


N° visitor to the Museum can fail to be impressed by the 
solemn beauty of the series of French Romanesque 
capitals which have recently been installed in the rotunda. 
These were presented by John L. Severance in memory of his 
wife, the late Elisabeth DeWitt Severance. No more beautiful 
memorial could be imagined, nor an accession of greater im- 
portance in the development of the Museum’s sculpture collec- 
tion. 

The capitals have an exact provenance, coming from the 
Collegiale of St. Meleine at Preuilly-sur-Claise in the Depart- 
ment of the Indre-et-Loire. Anyone who approaches Preuilly 
cannot fail to see amid the ruins of the chateau the severe and 
rather grandiose profile of this fagade, which still retains a cer- 
tain character despite the indignities of time and men. 

In 1562' the church was badly damaged by the Protestants 
under the leadership of the Calvinist, Baronne de Preuilly, 
Claude de Puy. Later, César, Duc de Vendéme, Baron de 
Preuilly, did his best to consolidate and repair the damages. 
But something worse was in store, and a half century or so after 
1766, when the church was abandoned for parochial uses under 
orders of Monseigneur Rosset de Fleury, Archbishop of Tours, 
it was demolished, with the exception of the narthex which fell 
to the humblest uses, becoming finally a stable. 

The narthex is a most interesting construction and consists 
of the vaulted entry—seven metres in height—which led to the 
main entrance of the church, and a tribune, or chapel, above, 
similarly vaulted—nine metres in height. From this narthex, 
the newly acquired capitals came.” A series of fragmentary

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photographs of them, before they were removed, did not permit 
an exact statement as to their original placing. Additional 
photographs, recently received, show that the first photos were 
misread, and that the arrangement in the Museum is not in all 
particulars correct. However, the installation is effective, 
aesthetically, and does not interfere with archaeological study. 
Each of the two large capitals’ was originally flanked, respec- 
tively, by one and by four of the smaller size, arranged, with the 
addition of the fourth, in the same order as they appear now. 
The two, by the same hand, remaining over, had an undeter- 
mined disposition nearby. The main vaults sprang from the 
large capitals, and the two which flank them and the other 
supports rested on the remaining three small capitals and rose 
at right angles to the first mentioned units. 

St. Meleine, to whom the church was dedicated, was one of 
the great figures of his time, Bishop of Rennes, counselor of the 
King Clovis, apostle of Brittany. Honored since the thirteenth 
century as patron of Preuilly, his body rests today under the 
vaults of the main church. Originally, he had been buried in the 
monastery at Rennes, but in 875, to escape the terrifying in- 
roads of the Normans, his remains and relics were transported 
to Preuilly and were there intrusted to its Baron who placed 
them in the little chapel serving the inhabitants of the chateau. 
About three centuries later, according to story, Eschivard II, 
Seigneur de Preuilly, replaced the modest sanctuary by a 
church more worthy of its august function. This church of St. 
Meleine, though a smaller edifice, followed closely the designs 
of the main church of St. Pierre, the basilica which was re- 
puted to have been built by Effroy two centuries earlier.” St. 
Pierre later was to become the final resting place of St. Meleine. 

A study of this edifice and its proper dating are of great value 
in ascertaining more precisely the date of the new capitals from 
St. Meleine. St. Pierre was founded by Effroy of Preuilly and 
his wife, Beatrix d’Issoudun, in 1001; and the date 1009, in- 
scribed over the door of the present edifice, has been assumed 
to be the date of its dedication. Researches of De Caumont and

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others' prove this date inadmissible. Part of the apse and per- 
haps part of the transept may be of the original church; but the 
large windows, the great height of the nave, the tentative ap- 
pearance of the ogival arch, the sculpture and the general close 
analogies to the neighboring church of Fontgombault, whose 
date of 1141 is established beyond question, assure that St. 
Pierre achieved its present form at a closely corresponding date 
in the twelfth century. 

It is probable, then, that the smaller Collegiale of St. Meleine 
was built by the same group who had labored at St. Pierre de 
Preuilly. There are minor likenesses in sculptural decoration to 
Fontgombault, and many similarities in subject to the sculp- 
tures of St. Pierre. Certainly the latter carvings give evidence 
of a local school with interesting peculiarities; and the greater 
refinement of detail in the St. Meleine capitals points also to a 
logically later date, that is, in the decades about the middle of 
the twelfth century. 

Among the capitals in the nave of St. Pierre are certain ones 
decorated with palmettes and fantastic figures characteristic of 
the twelfth century style, and above all, one of birds, with bodies 
of dragons, drinking out of a chalice, a subject which appears 
also in the Severance memorial. Further than that, a capital in 
the sanctuary represents the “Annunciation,” “the angel holding 
in its hand an object I cannot recognize.”? A poor photograph 
in the files of the Metropolitan Museum of Art permits a recog- 
nition of similar pose and treatment of the lower part of the 
body—the knees and drapery—and the probability that the 
unrecognizable object is the flowering staff which appears in the 
Cleveland representation. Finally, there are capitals at St. 
Pierre with interlaced animals, and one with two men fighting. 
The first of these figures has his antagonist by the beard, while 
the other menaces him with some kind of a weapon. This repre- 
sentation of discord finds an allied subject in the Museum. Both 
the St. Pierre and the St. Meleine capitals have, also, the same 
general shape below the abacus block. 

The central capital of the first of the memorial groups has 
three scenes: on the left flank, the “Nativity,” on the face, the

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“Annunciation,” and on the right side, the “Visitation.” The 
sculptor has had to use his ingenuity to fit the “Nativity” into 
its space. The altar-like cradle is watched at the head and foot 
by the traditional ox and ass. The star is above; a badly dam- 
aged figure of St. Joseph is below; and the Virgin reclines diag- 
onally across the side. It is probable that the vertical motive 
around the corner, which appears on the face of the capital, is 
meant to be the bed on which she reclines, and which should 
be shown in the usual iconography. Highly individual character- 
istics which appear in the “Annunciation” and the “Visitation” 
are the loops of drapery which fall below the hands, the zigzag 
motives in the crown of the Virgin and in the borders of the 
robes of Mary and Elizabeth. In one of these figures, the dra- 
pery also takes an unusual flare between the legs. Asimilar treat- 
ment has not been found as yet, but it is likely that at some 
time, direct analogies will be found to all of these individualities. 

The most interesting of the smaller capitals in this group is 
the second to the right. This representation of “Luxure,” or 
the “Femme aux serpents,” finds its origin in the south, in 
Languedoc. It appears at Moissac, at St. Sernin in Toulouse, 
and from there spreads to the art of the center and west of 
France, and to Burgundy. In the other series, the first capital to 
the right has a related subject which may be “Unchastity.” The 
motif of the capital on one side of that representing “Luxure”’ is 
a woman being devoured by an animal, and on the other side, 
fantastic winged dragons whose bodies join in a single head, 
now missing. The first capital to the left of the large central one 
has two beasts who sink their fangs in the shoulders of a man. 
He has thrown his legs over their backs and grasps their tails 
firmly with his hands, the whole making a most successful inter- 
lacing pattern. These animals are almost exactly like those 
which appear in capitals illustrated in the book of the Abbé 
Picardat.' The central capital on this side is the one, mentioned 
before, of birds drinking, a motif which is, in reality, a Christian 
variation of the heraldic patterns of Chaldea and Assyria; only 
here, the chalice replaces the Oriental tree. This and the adjoin- 
ing design of winged beasts with helmeted, human heads, re- 
calling those of Khorsabad, are typical of many Oriental designs, 
models for which found their way into France, principally

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through Sassanid, Mussulman, or Byzantine silks and brocades. 

The main capital of the second group has a magnificent repre- 
sentation of the “Ascension.” Christ is seated on a faldstool 
within a mandorla, or aureole, which is supported by two angels. 
From the sky, on either side, comes a hand holding a censer. In 
its linear calligraphic qualities, this entire design unquestion- 
ably finds its origin in the pages of illuminated miniatures, 
which were quite generally used as models at this time. Three of 
the smaller capitals in this series have other animal representa- 
tions: bodies uniting in a single head; beasts; winged dragons; 
and horses with their two riders in mortal combat. Most un- 
usual is a fourth, in which the necks of eagle-headed, winged 
beasts enter the ears of a mask and emerge from its mouth in an 
intricate interlacement. 

The abacus blocks above the capitals have a debased acan- 
thus pattern and a ribbon ornamented with a design which 
resembles nail heads. This motif, the combination of the acan- 
thus and the Norman zigzag, appears in the main doorway at 
Fontgombault, and, in other variations, in many places in the 
West. The repeated motives, complete in themselves, the shape 
of the abacus and its decoration, and other details relate these 
capitals to many things in Saintonge and Poitou, but the like- 
nesses do not carry all the way through. The drapery pulling 
at the ankles and the expressionistic posturing of the legs are 
derived from Languedoc. 

Certainly the valleys of the region of the Loire were in the 
Romanesque period singularly fertile in the creations of archi- 
tecture and sculpture, but their work did not synchronize into 
the peculiarities of a general school. They were at times 
eclectic, taking motives from wherever they wished, so that the 
sculptures of the Indre or Creuse basin have no homogeneity 
such as is found in Poitou, Languedoc, or Burgundy. This is 
perhaps one of the reasons why the study of the new acquisitions 
is so fascinating and at the same time so rewarding. Ww.M.™M. 
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THE EDWARD LODER WHITTEMORE COLLECTION 
OF JAPANESE PRINTS 


Although the woodcut was first used in China at least as early as 
the end of the sixth century, the oldest extant examples of such 
prints are eighth century Japanese Buddhist charms ordered 
distributed among the temples and monasteries by the Empress 
Shotoku. Not for another eight centuries, however, did the 
commonly known Japanese print begin to come into its own. 
With the fall of the Ashikaga Dynasty and the rise of the 
Tokugawa, there was born a new society in which the old nobil- 
ity was supplanted by a group of eager and energetic “nouveaux 
riches.” The ousting of the sophisticated pleasures of the former 
aristocracy by the popular desires of the incoming bourgeoisie 
was aptly symbolized in the Ukiyo-yé, or popular school of 
painting founded by Iwasa Matabei (1578-1650). 

But painting was not thoroughly satisfying to the new taste. 
“The first to discern and to seize on the possibilities of the wood- 
cut,” says Laurence Binyon,' “was Hishikawa Moronobu 
(1625-1694), the ‘second founder’ of Ukiyo-yé, who counts for 
even more than Matabei in the development of the school.” 
Already a good painter, Moronobu recognized as no one before 
him the requirements of the woodcut medium, and, making full 
use of the means at his disposal, depicted scenes from everyday 
life in such a way as to capture a secure place in the popular 
favor. From then on there was a profusion of artists, Masanobu 
excelling in the earliest beni-yé or color-prints, Harunobu being 
the first to design nishiki-yé or complete color-prints, Hokusai 
re-awakening the School with vigorous landscapes, and a host of 
others only less great than the greatest. 

In the collection left to the Museum by Edward Loder 
Whittemore there is a high proportion of prints outstanding for 
one reason or another. Take, for example, that of the actor, 
Onoye Kikugoro I, by Buncho, an artist whose prints are ex- 
ceedingly rare because he worked for only about ten years.” 
One derives from this print the feeling that Buncho understood 
the theatre as few of his contemporaries could have done. He 
has exaggerated the form and the expression of his subject so as

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to arouse in his public the same emotion experienced when 
watching the actor. According to Arthur Davison Ficke,' 
“Buncho is the greatest of all masters of the geometry of lines 
and spaces; these have, as he arranges them, the inevitability 
and clarity of a mathematical demonstration.” 

Another man who worked under the influence of the theatre 
was Sharaku (d. 1801), himself an actor in NG plays. As he re- 
ceived scant encouragement from the populace, he produced 
little; but, although his prints are very rare, he is represented in 
the Whittemore Collection by two busts, in fine condition, one 
of the actor, Otani Tokuji, as Ashigaru holding a sword, the 
other of Ichikawa Danjuro in the rdle of Kono Moronao. Small 
wonder that he did not appeal to the people, for knowing the 
theatre from the inside, he caught a gesture or a pose and in- 
tensified it beyond the comprehension of the uninitiated. The 
force produced by simplification approached too near the gro- 
tesque for the layman; yet one feels that he lived his work, or, 
perhaps, painted his life. No one without experience in the 
moods that he portrayed could have turned out the powerful 
studies of Sharaku. 

The collection comprises three prints by the great Kiyonaga 
(1752-1815): a horizontal snow scene, and a diptych called 
“The Terrace by the Sea,” of which Ficke says, “vigour of 
spiritual sanity and refinement of pictorial composition touch 
the highest point reached in the whole course of the art.” Para- 
graphs on Kiyonaga from the books on Japanese prints read 
like the sentimental imaginings of an unbalanced mind. Other 
artists are praised, but Kiyonaga sits almost undisturbed on a 
pedestal all his own. Never was Ukiyo-yé so dominated by a 
single man. Again to quote Binyon, “In the classic pages of 
Kiyonaga and his circle Ukiyo-yé reaches its meridian.” 

One of the artists strongly affected by Kiyonaga was Toyo- 
kuni (1769-1825), whose work is represented in the collection by 
a print of the actor, Edoya, as a woman; by a triptych depicting 
a scene in Yoshiwara street; and by a bust’ of Sawamura Sojuro 
as Satsuma Gengohei. Toward the end of his life Toyokuni grew 
careless and produced prints too fast to fulfill the requirements 
of good art; but in his earlier work he exhibits some of the power

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and nobility of Kiyonaga, here exemplified by the print of 
Edoya, which is by far the rarest in the collection. 

There are also three prints by Hokusai (1760-1849), whose 
vigorous landscapes put off for half a century the death of the 
School. Finally becoming “the most various, prolific, and power- 
ful master of Ukiyo-yé,” he was slow to develop and did not 
achieve his greatest work until well on in years. One of his 
supreme accomplishments is the “Thirty-six Views of Fuji,” of 
which the collection has that called “Fuji in Clear Weather,” 
“considered one of the three masterpieces of the whole series.”" 

This is not the place to go into detail over the other prints 
in the collection, but perhaps even such a brief sketch will give 
an idea of the standard maintained throughout. As Mr. Whitte- 
more was not interested in tracing developments at a sacrifice 
of quality, he purchased only fifty prints, forming, in so doing, 
a group unsurpassed for aesthetic value, rarity, fineness of im- 
pression and excellence of condition. H.C. H. 


THE SYNAGOGUE, BY ALESSANDRO MAGNASCO 


The dynamics of Alessandro Magnasco raised the painting of 
his period out of a welter of conventionalism. With Salvator 
Rosa and the Roman School, art had lost its way in a vain 
eclecticism. Magnasco brought it back to life, even if it was a 
life of phantasy, a phantasmagoria of inquisition, church and 
synagogue, a world of hermits, spiritual ecstasies and violent 
tempests, a world of novices and nuns, of vivid landscape, 
harassed by wind and rain, and parched by the sun. He loved 
processions and magic lantern shows, gamblers, robbers attack- 
ing people on the street, barber shops, shops of woodworkers 
and other crafts. Everywhere it was the picturesque he sought, 
and no century could have been more prodigal in furnishing 
him with unlimited material immediately appropriate to his 
brush. 

The fine structure of his design as a whole—the baroque sense 
of ensemble—came directly from the influence of the Carracci 
who, in turn, had combined the decorative tradition with the 
luminism of Caravaggio. To this, Magnasco added the bravura 
of the broken brush stroke within the larger form, which fore-

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told the rococo and led the way through Sebastiano Ricci to the 
Venetians of the later eighteenth century. 

This painting “di tocco,” in which the effect came from the 
gusto and resiliency of the brush stroke, is in a sense the “im- 
pressionistic” method derived from the Venice of the High 
Renaissance—from Tintoretto and the later Titian. This 
method of painting descended directly on one hand to El Greco 
and on the other, through several generations, to Magnasco. 
The latter cannot in any likelihood have been familiar with El 
Greco’s work, and any superficial resemblance is due only to a 
related enthusiasm and temperament and to a common an- 
cestry. The direct intermediary of this Venetian influence was 
Sebastiano Ricci who encountered Magnasco in Milan in the 
closing years of the seventeenth century. The exchanges were 
mutual, but the more powerful individuality, Magnasco, must 
have given more than he received. 

The story of Magnasco’s life is known from the picturesque 
biography of Ratti,’ published in 1769 just twenty years after 
the painter’s death. Ratti made certain errors in date because 
actual documents, with which he was not familiar, prove that 
Magnasco was born in Genoa in 1667 and died there in the year 
1749 at the age of eighty-two. He was the son of Stefano 
Magnasco, and the early death of his father and the subsequent 
remarriage of his mother rather cast him. adrift. At the age of 
ten he was sent to Milan with letters to a rich citizen there. This 
man set the future artist to work upon arithmetic, which proved 
to be unadapted to his mercurial temperament, and it was not 
very long before he found his rightful place in the studio of the 
strongest Milanese painter of the day, Filippo Abbiati. There 
he learned his profession, Ratti says, with incredible celerity, 
and in a short time became an accepted painter. 

He apparently started with portraits, but it was not long 
before he developed the characteristics of a personal style which 
mark him as apart from his fellows. He began to paint tiny 
figures in active motion which by their size give a sense of scale 
to his canvases. These figures, seldom larger than a palm, are 
laid in with such incisive brilliance of touch that they seem to 
live and move and breathe in the strange world of his fantasy.

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The other facts of his life are not many. Love of travel took 
him to Florence, where he married a Genoese and painted pic- 
tures for the Grand Duke Gian Gastone. Later he returned to 
Milan, where his work was much in vogue. Finally in 1735, he 
returned to his native Genoa at the insistence of his only 
daughter who had married there. His countrymen, however, 
did not take to his style; to some, his brush stroke seemed 
flashy, particularly to those to whom a characterless imitation 
of nature was important, and to those who sought the mere 
slick beauty of the painted surface. Yet this did not disturb 
him, and the story of his last days is a happy one. Although he 
could not manage the brush because of a tremor in his hands, 
he never ceased to talk of his art with grace and vigor, and the 
fire of his personality burned brightly even to his last days. 

Ratti records that “the subject which was his greatest favor- 
ite and which it occurred to him to repeat the most often was 
that of the Synagogue of the Hebrews, a composition with a very 
special idea.” What may be fairly called the finest version of 
that mysterious and thought-compelling subject has just been 
acquired through the J. H. Wade Fund for the Museum.' 

Nowhere has Magnasco been more successful in the creation 
of a complex pattern in three dimensions. It has organized 
rhythmic intensity, a movement flickering upward like tongues 
of fire to culminate in the flaming torches—and yet all simply 
and restrainedly contained within the cool greys of an ordered 
architecture. The wide free spaces of a dome open above; hurry- 
ing figures ascend and descend staircases, their bodies faintly 
silhouetted against windows which frame patches of cool eve- 
ning sky. There seems to be liberation there for the intensities 
of those contorted figures who sit declaiming or chanting in the 
nave, and who center their attention upon a figure who stands 
before the sanctuary, before some book of mystic significance. 

There is a wealth of suggestion; even their voices seem to rise 
in unison and fill the vaults with an unseen vibration. 

The color is subdued as in all the work of Magnasco—in that 
respect not connecting so clearly with his Venetian contempo- 
raries. However, within its low tones, the color is beautifully

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organized. The grey-browns and cool greys of the architecture 
form an excellent frame for the costumes, the greys and browns 
of which are picked up here and there by the reds of mantles 
and by pale grey-blues which culminate in the veiled tones of 
the sky. 

As in many things which contain profound mystical ideas, 
the exact significance of the subject escapes definition. Yet this 
mysterious and brilliant canvas sums up perfectly the accents 
and torments of thought of its century and the forever freshly 
expressed wonder of its time spirit. W. M. M. 


A HISPANO-MORESQUE MANTLE OF 
THE FIFTEENTH CENTURY 


History records that priceless carpets, tapestries, and brocades 
have many times been won on the field of battle, and have thus 
passed into the hands of victorious generals or the rulers for 
whom they fought. Often in the wave of rejoicing which fol- 
lowed victory, the spoils of battle were given as votive offerings 
to the blessed Virgin, whose prayers had been all powerful. 

A mantle recently acquired by the Museum was part of the 
booty taken at the conquest of Granada in 1491-92, when the 
Catholic kings, Ferdinand and Isabella seized that last Moorish 
stronghold. Legend records that it was worn by Abu Abdullah 
or Boabdil, the last of the Moorish kings, when he surrendered 
to the Christians. The legend is highly improbable, and the 
present form of the mantle indicates its more recent use for the 
statue of a Virgin in the church to which it was given as a votive 
offering. That the silk was of Mohammedan design and weave 
was no deterrent to its use in a Christian church. Many proofs 
of such inconsistency appear among the Christian prelates and 
rulers of Spain. A relic of San Valero was preserved for many 
centuries in the Cathedral of Lerida, and with it were found 
vestments of Mohammedan silk dating from the early thir- 
teenth century. Don Felipe, the son of King Ferdinand the 
Saint, was buried in tunic and mantle made of Mohammedan 
design and weave. Such instances of Christian admiration for 
Islamic art might be multiplied indefinitely. 

During the Moorish domination of Spain, the Islamic arts 
reached a high development, and a special impetus was given 
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to the textile industry. The cities of southern Spain became 
particularly renowned for their looms; and as early as the ninth 
century, the fame of their products had spread throughout 
Europe. It was only after the final conquest of the Moors, 
toward the end of the fifteenth century, that Mohammedan 
design ceased to play a conspicuous part in Spanish art and was 
gradually superseded by types which had been evolved in a 
Christian European world. 

The Hispano-Moresque silk of the mantle is a fifteenth cen- 
tury weave with a design of alternating red and blue bands. 
Each red band is two inches in width and is composed of three 
ribbon-like stripes, the two narrower ones border the wider, 
which bears a Cufic inscription. This reads, “Glory to our Lord 
the Sultan,” and covers only a short space, occurring in regular 
repetition. An oblong blue ornament and a yellow rosette em- 
bellish each repetition. The interlaced ornament of the narrow 
ribbons and the inscription are brocaded in white silk on a red 
ground of satin weave. Fine white satin lines set off stripe from 
stripe. The blue bands which alternate are an inch and three- 
quarters in width and are ornamented with a chiffre, or coat of 
arms, in a strong gold-yellow. Each is surmounted by a white 
silk crest, and yellow rosette-forms appear on either side. The 
ground is a deep blue and is in a plain weave. 

The mantle’ is of moderate size and is padded with cotton. It 
has been quilted to give a crépe-like surface to the silk. The 
collar and the three sides are trimmed with two narrow bands 
of gold-yellow satin. In addition, the collar has a broader middle 
band of this satin. The mantle was lined with thin red taffeta, 
and both the taffeta and the satin bands are of later date than 
the silk of the mantle. 

This recent acquisition is a purchase from the J. H. Wade 
Fund and because of its rare quality and size gives prestige to 
the Hispano-Moresque section of the textile collection. It will 
be exhibited in a new case installed in the hallway between the 
Armor Court and Gallery V. In the corresponding hallway from 
the Armor Court to Gallery V will be a second textile case. The 
finest pieces of the constantly developing textile collection will 
thus be exhibited on the main floor of the Museum.

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SOME EXAMPLES OF MIMBRES VALLEY POTTERY 


The recent addition to the Charles W. Harkness Collection of 
twenty beautifully decorated Indian bowls, from the Mimbres 
Valley in New Mexico, serves to widen the scope and raise the 
standard of the Department devoted to the art creations of 
primitive peoples. At the same time, the collection serves to 
re-focus attention on the wealth of art, which, in itself, is 
conclusive evidence that the ancient peoples who once flour- 
ished on this continent reached what might be termed a very 
high state of civilization. The creations of primitive peoples 
are many times only of ethnological importance; but the best 
work which they produced far exceeds all other interests, and 
can be looked upon as being purely art creations. 

The Mimbres culture, which is thought to be one of the oldest 
in the Western Hemisphere, is a comparatively recent archae- 
ological discovery, as it is only since 1914 that there has been 
any scientific knowledge that such a civilization even existed, 
much less one which produced enduring art. The region which 
this little-known people occupied covered a large territory in 
the southwestern part of New Mexico; and what is now an arid 
and partially desert country was once fertile and productive. 
The beginnings of this culture are shrouded in mystery. Certain 
archaeologists believe that it began about 2000 B. C.; however, 
this date, which is not relatively important, can be questioned, 
as can the date, 6th century A. D., when, it is believed, the 
Mimbres ceased to exist, due perhaps to fire, a geological change, 
or a plague. It is surmised, from the state of the ruins of the 
various pueblos, that these peoples, fully civilized, were leading 
a peaceful and useful life at the time when the Roman legions 
were impressing Roman law, order, and culture on Europe. 
However, in 1540, when Coronado with his Spanish Con- 
quistadores made his long trek from Mexico City in New Spain 
to conquer the far famed cities of Cibola for their fabulous 
wealth, not a vestige of the Mimbres culture was to be seen." 
And later, when the Franciscan friars rode back and forth be- 
tween Mexico and New Mexico, writing, as it were, a brilliant 
and colourful page in the history of the Southwest, they did not 
see any indications of the walls of the ruined pueblos; in fact,

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all that they were conscious of was the hot blowing sands which 
blinded and choked them, and, at times, after one of the sudden 
summer rains, clusters of brightly coloured desert flowers. 

Regardless of the clouded condition of the dates of the Mim- 
bres culture, recent excavations reveal the pottery of this people 
to be outstanding among that of the Western Hemisphere; it is 
decorated with handsome geometric and animal designs. Some 
of the pots and ollas, or water-jars, are almost as perfect as if 
they had been turned out on a potter’s wheel instead of having 
been fashioned wholly by hand. The early bowls are of two 
types: a rather crude and smoke-blackened coiled ware, and a 
primitive, decorated black-on-white. The more advanced con- 
sist of a decorated ware of two kinds: one, with intricate geo- 
metric designs, and the other, with naturalistic animal and 
human figure motifs. 

The designs are symbolic; but in the transition of the Indian 
to a higher phase of civilization, the motifs have become so 
conventionalized that the meanings have, for the most part, 
become lost. The almost inexhaustible variety of designs and 
the preciseness of workmanship reveal the fact that the Mim- 
bres potters were adept, and had a great facility of hand and 
mind. Of the four or five hundred bowls in private collections 
and Museums, all of which have been found during the past six- 
teen years, no two are alike. Most of the bowls are complete 
except for punctures, or “killed” spots, in the bottoms. The 
bowls were “killed” in accordance with the ancient ritual by 
which the “spirit,” or life, of the utensil was liberated so that 
it might accompany its former owner to the next world.’ This 
custom was not only native to the American Indians but also 
to the Egyptians, as they, too, killed certain forms of their 
pottery, usually alabaster bowls, by shattering them.’ The 
Mimbres killed bowls were interred with the dead, who were 
buried in a prone position with the knees drawn up to the chest 
and the head bent forward and covered with an inverted bowl. 

The geometric designs are of three kinds: the rectangular, 
curved, and spiral. The first is the most common; but the recent

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accessions include thirteen specimens of all three types. Only 
one of these has a motif on the outside; however, all are de- 
signed in the inside, sometimes around the sides of the bowl, and 
occasionally with all-over patterns.’ 

The animal motifs are of various kinds of quadrupeds— 
antelope, deer, wolf, bear, goat, and rabbit. Other motifs of 
unusual interest are lizards, turtles, fish, serpents, parrots, birds 
and numerous insects, such as dragon flies, grasshoppers, and 
water bugs, while some motifs are made up of a combination of 
three or four of these animal and insect forms. 

The colour of the pottery is varied: black and white, red, 
black, and yellow, with brown decorations, and even some in 
light orange. Those which the Museum possesses are black and 
white, with a few in red-brown and white. 

Seven of the Museum’s bowls are decorated with animal 
motifs: one with a sword fish, the design of which might have 
been taken from a petrified fish perhaps found in this region. 
On one, the figure of a man appears; he has a wand in his left 
hand and is carrying an olla, or water-jar, on his back. The 
man’s eye is like those in Egyptian bas-reliefs and paintings, 
i.e. front view when shown on side of the head. A jack rabbit 
with geometric designs on his body; a winged insect, which is 
similar to a grasshopper only the long hind legs are missing; a 
deer; two antelopes; and a queer animal standing on his long 
tail which curved beneath his body, are the others of this type. 
The last quadruped can be identified as a wolf. The bowls with 
the animal designs are further decorated with geometric motifs 
of triangles and curved lines and shapes around the edges, and 
also with a series of thin and evenly spaced lines which form 
bands. 

In conclusion, all of these pots, because of the spontaneity 
and variety of the designs, are noteworthy additions to the 
collections of the Museum; and can be considered as works of 
high quality and lasting beauty. C. F. R.

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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 
For the year 1929 


During 1929 the work of the Museum made steady progress in 
all its phases. Important purchases were made in various depart- 
ments, especially in the Oriental field, which takes a new im- 
pulse through the appointment of a curator who devotes his 
entire time to it. Significant purchases were made from the 
exhibition of Far Eastern Art which opened in December. 

Once more the Museum operated within its income and esti- 
mated budget. The budget for the coming year amounts to 
$277,716.50, an increase of 3.7% over 1929. We still face a very 
narrow margin between income and expense, and the need of 
adding to the General Endowment Fund is apparent. 

The departmental reports which follow clearly indicate the 
progress made in the work of the Museum during 1929. The 
reading of these is urged upon all who would keep in touch with 
the various phases of our work. 


THE TRUSTEES 


The death of William B. Sanders on January 25 removed from 
the Board one who had rendered a unique service, and the last 
member of the Committee which erected the building. He drew 
up the incorporation papers and was the first President of the 
Museun, serving from 1913 to 1920. He was succeeded on the 
Board by his son-in-law, Harold Terry Clark. 

The death of Charles W. Bingham, former Trustee, Vice 
President and Chairman of the Building Committee, and Presi- 
dent of The John Huntington Art and Polytechnic Trust, 
removes another who had played a very important part in the 
history of the Museum. 

The Board held eight meetings during the year; a revision of 
the by-laws, reducing the quorum to five, made additional meet- 
ings possible. 


THE ACCESSIONS COMMITTEE 


Fourteen meetings were held by this important committee, 
which gave its usual careful consideration to matters concerned 
with the development of the Museum collections.

THE FINANCE COMMITTEE 


This committee has had the responsibility of investing several 
bequests which have been paid during the year and has given 
much careful study to the investment responsibilities entrusted 
to its members. 


THE ADVISORY COUNCIL 


There has been loss by death of three valued members of the 
Council during the year: 
Myron T. Herrick, on March 31 
Charles F. Brush, on June 15 
Worcester R. Warner, on June 25 
Each had shown his interest in the Museum in many ways, and 
will be sadly missed in its councils. 
Mrs. Windsor T. White was appointed a Councillor at the 
annual meeting. 
The members of the Council have rendered, as individuals, 
many services during the year. 


IN MEMORIAM 


In the passing of Mrs. John Long Severance on January 25, the 
Museum lost a valued friend and patron whose interest had 
shown itself in many ways. We share with the community the 
loss of a discriminating patron of all the arts. 

Mrs. James S. McCarthy (Margaret Huntington Smith) died 
on January 11. A granddaughter of John Huntington, she had 
always shown an interest in the Museum. 


THE STAFF 

On October 1, Henry S. Francis resigned to accept the position 
of Assistant to the Directors at the Fogg Art Museum of 
Harvard College. He will be greatly missed by the staff, print 
lovers, and a large circle of friends. Miss Prasse, Assistant 
Curator of Prints and Drawings, will carry on the work until 
a successor is appointed. 

On October 1, Howard Coonley Hollis assumed his duties as 
Curator of Oriental Art; and Langdon Warner, by arrangement 
with the Fogg Museum, is to give part time service for a few 
months as Associate in the Department. 

Arthur W. Quimby returned in the summer from his year 
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abroad, and has been released for part time service as Associate 
Professor of Music at the College for Women. 

Charles F. Ramus is made Assistant in Charge of Primitive 
Art, giving part of his time to building up this section. 

In the Educational Department, Miss Pauline Kast and Miss 
Charlotte Young are added to the staff. Miss Marguerite 
Bloomberg left on March 15 to be married. 

Miss Underhill is to give all of her time, hereafter, to the 
Decorative Arts Department, and Miss Foote half of her time 
as Assistant in the Department. 

Miss Isabel Bloomberg is leaving the Museum early in 1930, 
and Walter A. Croley has been appointed to succeed her as 
Cashier. 

Mr. Francis, Mr. Frary, Mr. Milliken, Mr. Ramus, Mr. and 
Mrs. Ruggles, Miss Sill, Miss Underhill and Miss Wunderlich 
spent part of the summer in European travel and study—this 
unusually large delegation being the result, in most cases, of 
special opportunities which happened to be effective at this time. 

Two members of the Superintendent’s staff died during the 
year: Kyrle T. Garrett, who had been an efficient assistant for 
ten years, and will be sadly missed, as his work brought him in 
constant touch with every one in the organization; and William 
Hank, who had served as custodian for five years, and won the 
confidence and respect of all with whom he came in contact. 

Fourteen meetings of the staff were held, seven of which were 
open to the larger group of assistants. These have proved of 
value in giving to a greater number an intimate knowledge of 
the departmental activities. 

The bonus payments on June 30, amounting to $7,925.00, 
were made to 78 employees, 35 of whom had served six years 
or more and thus received the maximum amount, as against 30 
for the previous year. The bonus for the tenth year has been 
voted for distribution in 1930. The spirit of interested service 
which pervades the Museum is remarked by many visitors, and 
is fostered by the bonus which rewards continuous service. 


FINANCES 


The report of the Treasurer, with financial statements and 
schedules, will be found on the pages 86 to 93. 
The cost of operating for the year (not including purchases of 
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art works and library books) was $257,016.77, on a budget of 
$267,783.00, the income for expenses being $270,016.46. 

It was again possible to avoid using the income of the Hark- 
ness Fund for operating expenses, and thus to save it for addi- 
tions to the Harkness Collection. 

ENDOWMENTS 


On January to, there was received from the executors under the 
will of Mary S. Ranney, the sum of $10,000. This was set 
aside as the Mary S. Ranney Fund, and the income was 
assigned for the purchase of books for the Library. 

On January 25, The Gilpin Players founded The Gilpin 
Scholarship Fund with an initial payment of $500, to which an 
anonymous donor has since added $100. The income from this 
fund is to be used to aid gifted negro children in securing an art 
education. 

On January 31, the executors of the will of Anna M. Schwein- 
furth remitted $10,000, set aside as The Charles Frederick 
Schweinfurth Memorial Fund, as provided in Mrs. Schwein- 
furth’s will. The income is to be used to aid students of archi- 
tecture in completing their education. 

On May 29, Mrs. L. E. Holden added $100,000 to the Delia E. 
Holden Fund to be used for building up the Holden Collection. 

On June 6, $10,000 was received to establish the Memorial 
Fund to Susan Barber Woodhill. The income of this has been 
assigned to Library purchases. 

-On November 1, Mrs. Mary A. Ford established the James 
Albert Ford Memorial Fund with an initial payment of $5,000. 
The income of this fund is to be used in developing our collec- 
tion of Pre-Columbian art. 


BEQUESTS 

Under the will of Charles F. Brush, certain paintings were be- 
queathed to the Museum. Owing to a provision of the Ohio law, 
the charitable bequests were invalid; but Mr. Brush’s daughter, 
Mrs. Roger G. Perkins, has presented to the Museum, as from 
the estate, two important canvases—“‘Landscape,” by George 
Inness, and “Rocks and Sea,” by Gustave Courbet. 

Mrs. Margaret Huntington McCarthy, who died January 11, 
provided by will for a bequest of $100,000 to the Museum. The 
Museum also benefited under the will of Mrs. John L. Sever-

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ance; and William B. Sanders bequeathed $25,000. None of 
these bequests, however, were settled before the close of the year. 

The Packard bequest of watches, referred to in the last 
Annual Report was finally transferred, by agreement, to the 
Horological Institute of America on January 15. 


THE GENERAL ENDOWMENT FUND 
Attention is again called to the importance of receiving addi- 
tions to the General Endowment Fund, which, in order to safe- 
guard the future of the Museum, should be speedily increased 
by at least $500,000. 
ATTENDANCE 

The total attendance for the year was 315,416, as against 
311,704 for 1928, numbers exceeded only in 1921 and 1922. Of 
the recorded visitors only 11,414 paid admissions, less than 4% 
of the total; the receipts for admission were only $2,843.90. 

The number of visitors coming to the Museum for some 
definite purpose has increased to 106,569, or 33.7% of the total; 
and in addition more than 30,000 attended classes and talks 
given by the Museum staff outside the building.

EXHIBITIONS 
Twenty-six special exhibitions were held during the year, and, 
in addition, three in the Educational Department. Other than 
the annual exhibitions of Work by Cleveland Artists and Crafts- 
men, American Oils, and Water Colors, perhaps the most 
significant were the Paintings from the Foreign Section of the 
Carnegie International Exhibition; the International Exhibition 
of Ceramic Art, assembled by The American Federation of Arts 
under a grant from the General Education Board; French Art 
Since Eighteen Hundred; the exhibition of Spanish and Portu- 
guese Textiles; and the exhibition of Far Eastern Art, the two 

last continuing into 1930.

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THE COLLECTIONS 

The interesting reports of the curators give information as to 
additions to the collections, which total 1034, of which 314 were 
gifts and 720 acquired by purchase; 7 items were added to the 
Hurlbut Collection and are included in the 2829 loans during 
the year. 

Much work has been done on the labeling, installation, and 
safeguarding of the collections. 


MEMBERSHIP 
Mr. Frary’s report on. page 47 shows a slight falling off in the 
total membership, which stands at 6,262, a loss of 220 compared 
to a year ago. The total income of $70,240, of which $26,965 
goes to the Membership Endowment Fund, shows a gain over 
the previous year. We still feel that Cleveland’s interest in the 
Museum would be expressed more adequately in a membership 
of at least 10,000, or 1% of our estimated population.

EDUCATIONAL WORK 
The report of the educational work on page $4 is of particular 
significance and deserves careful reading by any one who would 
understand the importance of the Museum in the life of the 
community. No one who has seen the Museum alive with eager 
children on a Saturday morning can fail to sense the importance 
of this particular phase of our educational work. 

The pleasant relations with the Cleveland Public Schools 
continue, and in September a third teacher was assigned to the 
work in the Museum. 

Arrangements have also been entered into with the Cleveland 
Heights and Shaker Heights schools by which they contribute 
enough to provide an additional staff member, who meets 
classes from their schools on carefully planned schedules. 

The publication of the report of Miss Marguerite Bloomberg 


(Mrs. Louis Greenwood) by The American Association of 
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Museunss in its series of studies has called wide attention to our 
work with school classes. An increasing number of educators 
come each year to observe our work and study our methods. 

The gift of $1,000 from Mr. and Mrs. Charles Billings Gleason 
has enabled the department to increase greatly its drawing 
work with clubs in branch libraries. 


THE LIBRARY 

Miss Sill’s report, on page 40, on the activities of the Library is 
a record of remarkable development. The fact that over 97,000 
lantern slides were circulated, an increase of 39% over 1928, 
and 22,000 photographs, an increase of 48%, shows concretely 
the increased use of the Library. It is reaching the point where 
we wonder how the necessary physical expansion is going to be 
provided for. 

The income from several small funds, aggregating about 
$50,000 of principal, has been assigned for the purchase of 
books, and the Trustees have again subscribed about $3,000 for 
this purpose. But we still lack funds for the more expensive 
publications. 

During the summer Miss Sill spent several weeks in Europe, 
visiting libraries and attending sessions of the Library Con- 
vention. 

MUSIC 
The work of the Department of Musical Arts was carried on as 
usual. Mr. Quimby returned from Paris in July, and his sched- 
ule was rearranged in order that he might accept the appoint- 
ment as Associate Professor of Music at the College for Women, 
a joint appointment which assures sympathetic codperation. 

The audiences continue to over-fill our hall at almost every 
musical event, the programs in many cases being repeated. 


THE BUILDING 

The customary careful watchfulness by the Superintendent has 
maintained the building in its usually fine condition. Details 
are given in his report on page 60. 


THE PRINT CLUB 
The Print Club has continued its invaluable service as an auxil- 
iary to the Department of Prints and Drawings. 

The following extracts from the Annual Report of the Secre- 
tary explain the work of the Club: 
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“The only meeting held during the year was the Annual Meeting on 
Wednesday, February 27th, at the home of Mrs. Howard P. Eells. At this 
meeting the reports of the Secretary and the Treasurer were read and ap- 
proved. As Mrs. Dunn was not present, Mr. Whiting read a report of the 
educational work in the Branch Libraries made possible by the annual con- 
tribution of $100.00 from The Print Club for purchase of drawing material and 
reproductions. Following the reports, and the election of Trustees, Mr. 
Forbes Watson spoke on ‘Some Recent Manifestations in Lithography.’ 

The lecture on ‘Print Collecting’ delivered by Mr. Fitzroy Carrington to 
The Print Club at the home of Mrs. Ralph King, January 23, 1928, was 
published in 1929 in the form of an attractively printed booklet illustrated 
with prints presented to the Museum from The Print Club. This was printed 
in a limited edition of 300, and a copy sent to each member of the Club. 

Of the 156 prints and 35 drawings accessioned by the Museum during 1929 
26 prints and 3 drawings were the gifts of The Print Club, and 42 prints and 
1 drawing were given by individual members of the Club, making a total of 
68 prints and 4 drawings given the Museum through the efforts of the Club 
and its members. 

Of the $3,129.40 expended by The Print Club for gifts during the year, 
$2,974.15 was used for the purchase of 12 proof impressions from Hans Hol- 
bein’s ‘Dance of Death’ series. These were not only the most important gifts 
of the Club to the Museum during the year, but are an extremely valuable 
addition to the Museum’s collection. 9 prints and 3 drawings, mostly prize 
winners, were purchased from the Eleventh Annual Exhibition of Work by 
Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen and presented to the Museum. In addition 
to this, the Club gave 4 trial proofs, 1 impression from the published edition, 
and the uncancelled copper plate for the etching, ‘Fisherman of Percé,’ by 
Frank Wilcox, The Print Club Publication for 1928, publication No. 6. 

The donors of the 42 prints from individual members of the Club are as 
follows: Mrs. Ralph King, 28; Charles B. Gleason, 5; Salmon P. Halle, 1; 
Mrs. Dudley S. Blossom, 6; Mr. and Mrs. Malcolm L. McBride, 1; Charles 
F. Ramus, 1. Other gifts were: 1 drawing from Mrs. Howard M. Hanna; 13 
reproductions from Henry Sayles Francis; 1 cancelled woodblock from Charles 
F. Ramus.

Following Mr. Francis’ 
resignation as Secretary of The Print Club, Leona E. Prasse was elected to 
fill this vacancy November 1gth.

At a meeting of the Executive Committee, November 19, 1929, it was voted 
to transfer $2,000.00 to the Permanent Endowment Fund of The Print Club. 

68 people used the etching press during the year. This press is the property 
of The Print Club, and is accessible to all members and their guests.”

The purchases already made from this fund are as follows:

To these is to be added a very important German Primitive 
found by Mr. Milliken in Europe last summer, the purchase of 
which was authorized by cable. It adds another to this very 
distinguished group and furnishes a very good reason for seek- 
ing new Friends to aid in such acquisitions, as payment will 
absorb the income for 1930 and 1931, unless the income of the 
Friends is largely increased. 
The annual contributions are grouped in four classes:

THE FINE ARTS GARDEN 

The final touch in the original plan for this beautiful garden was 
given on the evening of October 21, when two bronze groups by 
Chester Beach, representing the Sun and the Earth, were un- 
veiled; these were placed in the grass panels to the east and 
west of the fountain. These bronzes were the gift of Mrs. 
Leonard Colton Hanna, who also donated the marble fountain 
group. About the same time, tablets were appropriately set in 
the pavement at either end of the garden to indicate the im- 
portant part taken in this whole undertaking by Mrs. John 
Sherwin, President of the Garden Club, and Mrs. Thomas P. 
Howell, Chairman of the Committee. Year by year, as the 
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garden grows more beautiful with age, the officers, the staff, and 
visitors to the Museum will have increasing cause to thank 
the Garden Club, the City officials, and the individual donors 
for this beautiful garden, which is so appropriate a flowering of 
Cleveland’s capacity for codperation. 


“MOONLIGHTING” THE BUILDING 

As their contribution to the celebration of the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the discovery of the incandescent lamp by Thomas A. 
Edison, The Cleveland Electric Illuminating Company con- 
tributed two handsome bronze columns supporting houses for 
spot lights which illuminate the south fagade and the sides of 
the building. The whole problem was given the most exhaustive 
study, under the personal oversight of Robert Lindsay, Presi- 
dent of the Company, and the result is most satisfactory and 
beautiful. We thank Mr. Lindsay and his associates not only 
for this splendid installation, but also for its maintenance. 


THE CLEVELAND CONFERENCE FOR EDUCATIONAL COOPERATION 
The work of the Conference continued along the same lines as 
in the preceding year. 

The new Severance Hall (for joint use of the Symphony Or- 
chestra and the University) is already under erection; plans for 
the new Natural History Museum are being prepared; and the 
John Hay High School has been finished and occupied, so the 
physical part of the plan is rapidly taking shape. 

The Cultural Center group work has been developed; many 
committee meetings have been held, and the second publica- 
tion, including reports on “Exchanges of Service,” “Training of 
Teachers,” ‘“‘Art, Music and Drama,” and “Research and 
Graduate Instruction,” was distributed early in the year. A 
third publication is in press. 

The Director continued to act as secretary of the Conference. 


NATIONAL ORGANIZATIONS 

The Director has again served as a member of the Board and 
as second Vice President of The American Federation of Arts. 
He attended several Board or Executive Committee meetings, 
usually in New York, and the Annual Convention in Phila- 
delphia, presiding at some of the meetings. Mrs. Whiting, Mr.

THE FINE ARTS GARDEN 
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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR 


The American Association of Museums held its meetings 
jointly with the Federation. The Director continues a member 
of the Council and Executive Committee of the Association. 


COOPERATION 
Again we must express our thanks to all the publications of 
Cleveland for their sympathetic support of our work. We are 
most grateful for their assistance and understanding, without 


which we could not adequately meet our obligations of service 
to the public. 

The Cleveland School of Art and several of the colleges con- 
tinue to make regular use of the Library—this is particularly 
true of the School of Architecture and Cleveland College. 

Lectures have been given in other codperating institutions by 
Messrs. Howard, Frary, Francis, Quimby, and Ramus. 

The Director has again served (for the tenth year) on the 
City Plan Committee of the Chamber of Commerce, and as 
Chairman of the Sub-Committee on Medal Awards. Mr. Howard 
was elected again to the Board of the Adult Education Associ- 
ation, and worked on Conference committees. 

During the year, through the generosity of John L. Sever- 
ance, we were able to join the University of Michigan-Toledo 
Museum of Art in their excavation work at Iraq, and await 
with interest the results. 

By vote of the Trustees, loans were made to the Minneapolis 
Institute of Art and to the Smithsonian Institution inWashington. 

The Museum staff welcomed many convention groups during 
the year, and sessions were held in our auditorium by The 
American Association of Landscape Architects; The National 
Association for the Advancement of Colored People; National 
Education Association; The Association for the Hard of Hear- 
ing; and the Modern Language Association. 

The use of the auditorium was tendered The Institute of 
Music for their graduation exercises on June 14, and to the 
public school headquarters on three occasions for meetings. 

The collection of African Arts, purchased by Paul B. Travis 
in Africa with funds raised by The African Art Sponsors and 
The Gilpin Players, was received early in the year, and an 
exhibition of this and other African material was held in June. 
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The Director and staff continue to be called upon frequently 
for advice on a variety of subjects, a service gladly rendered. 

The thanks of the Museum are due to the following con- 
tributors of plants to the Garden Court: Mrs. E. C. Schlagel, 
Miss Hathaway, and Mrs. Robert E. Hagar. 

An unusual number of visitors have expressed their pleasure 
in the quality of our collections, the beauty of arrangement, and 
the use of the Museum. This interest has inspired the staff 
to make the collections, their installation, and their service to 
the public as perfect as possible. 


On behalf of the Trustees and myself, I wish to acknowledge 
our indebtedness to the members of the staff for the devoted 
service rendered by them to the Museum. It is this faithful 
service, based in many cases on long years of working together, 
which makes it possible to reach many people with the message 
of art which the Museum is created to perpetuate and make 
clear. It is also my privilege, on behalf of my associates on the 
staff, to express to the Trustees our gratitude for the splendid 
freedom they have given us in working out our plans, and for 
their support in our efforts to make the Museum we all serve 
still more beautiful, rich and useful year by year. This relation- 
ship of mutual confidence is largely responsible for our success: 
it should be fully recognized, encouraged, and preserved. 

The art museum of today is recognized as an educational 
institution with a complicated responsibility, which includes the 
collection, preservation, exhibition and interpretation of works 
of art, the priceless expression of man’s artistic impulse through 
the long ages of his evolution. Under this interpretation, the 
conducting of a museum becomes a grave responsibility, calling 
for enlightened wisdom, courage, enthusiasm and a keen sense 
of obligation to those people of the past, present and future, 
who have been, are, or should be concerned with the higher 
spiritual values in life. 

May the result of our years of working together in this com- 
mon cause, for a recognized goal, guarantee still greater progress 
in the years to come, and also the satisfaction of an increasing 
recognition of the value of the service rendered by the Museum 
to the community.

DEPARTMENT OF PAINTINGS 

Matuewson Curator 
The record of the year 1929 is one of consistent and well-round- 
ed growth. The Department of Paintings has acquired, by pur- 
chase and generous gifts, a group of paintings which supple- 
ment most satisfactorily the permanent collection. The use- 
fulness of the Department has been further sustained by many 
loans and by a series of important exhibitions. 

The Friends of The Cleveland Museum of Art, formed in 1926, 
have in the past year added the remarkable canvas, “Minerva,” 
by BernardoStrozzi. This masterpiece of Strozzi’s Venetian pe- 
riod is oneof his outstanding works and ranks withonly the very 
finest of his productions. The group of Friends has thus co- 
Sperated in an exceedingly generous manner; and itis hoped that, 
by an enlargement of the membership, the organization may be 
able to further the growth of the collections, year by year. 

A most valued gift was “St. Jacques Healing the Sick,” by 
Charles Antoine Coypel, presented by Felix Wildenstein. This 
work fills a veritable gap and illustrates admirably a period of 
art far too inadequately shown in American collections. 

By bequest from Charles F. Brush camea canvas by Courbet; 
and French art of the past few decades is well represented by the 
fine landscape of Henri-Julien Rousseau, better known as “Papa” 
Rousseau. This landscape was purchased for the Wade Collec- 
tion, as were two water colors, one by André Dunoyer de Segon- 
zac and the other by Albert Marquet. 

The dramatic “Lo, Here Am I,” by the lamented English 
painter, Charles Sims, was acquired from the Foreign Section 
of the Twenty-seventh International Exhibition of Paintings. 
This canvas was one of a series of four which were unquestion- 
ably the sensation of that exhibition. One other of this group 
was bought for a private collection in Cleveland. 

The remaining accessions, with the exception of a beautiful 
landscape by George Inness bequeathed by Charles F. Brush, 
are all contemporary, and all are American. They include a most 
effective still life, “Figs and Plums,” by Maurice Sterne, add- 
ed to the Hinman B. Hurlbut Collection, and the “Head of a 
Young Girl,” by Kenneth Hayes Miller, one of the most gifted 
of present-day painters. This latter canvas was most generously 
given by Mrs. Juliana R. Force, of New York. 
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Five works by Cleveland artists were purchased from the 
Eleventh Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and 
Craftsmen. These were added to the Hinman B. Hurlbut Col- 
lection. They include canvases in oil by two women painters, 
Mary Susan Collins and Grace V. Kelly; an oil, “A Woman of 
the Sabines,” by Clarence H. Carter; and two water colors, by 
Lorin J. Black, and Frank N. Wilcox. 

Mrs. Henry A. Everett has repeated her many generous loans 
which have supplemented the American collection. Other loans 
were the “Pont des Arts,” by Antoine Vollon, from Miss Fran- 
ces King; a “Madonna and Child,” by Sano di Pietro, from Mrs. 
Ralph King; and a most important modern canvas, a Picasso, 
from Leonard C. Hanna, Jr. Miss Myrta L. Jones lent a ““Ma- 
donna and Child,” also by Sano di Pietro. 

The special exhibitions widened the scope of the Department. 
These included the Foreign Section of the Twenty-seventh In- 
ternational Exhibition, from Carnegie Institute, Pittsburgh; 
the Sixth Annual Exhibition of Water Colors and Pastels; and 
French Art Since Eighteen Hundred. This last exhibition was 
made possible through the generous loans of New York dealers 
and of Cleveland, Washington, and New York collectors. It in- 
cluded prints, drawings, and sculpture, as well as oil paintings 
and water colors. 

The Eleventh Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Art- 
ists and Craftsmen continued its remarkable success. Two- 
hundred and seventy items were sold, and the total sales a- 
mounted to thesubstantial figure of $17,811.91.. With this steady 
backing of the community, have come a very definite sense of 
confidence and a marked growth in quality. The Ninth Exhi- 
bition of Contemporary American Oils, as usual, comprised 
ninety paintings, thirty of which were by Cleveland artists. 

The work of Cleveland artists was made more widely known 
by the following exhibitions sent out through the Museum: 
paintings and sculpture submitted to the One-Hundred and 
Twenty-fourth Annual Exhibition of the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts; paintings by Clevelanders sent to the Ohio State 
Fair; the 1928-1929 Traveling Water Color Show and the 1929- 
1930 Traveling Water Color Show, by Cleveland Artists; the 
Traveling Oil Exhibition, by Cleveland Artists; and an exhi- 
bition by Stoll, Wilcox, Travis, and Kelly sent to the Erie Art 
Gallery, which is located in the Public Library.

The Decorative Arts Department, during the year 1929, has 
acquired a comparatively small number of objects. These ob- 
jects, however, are exceedingly fine in quality. 

The tiny leaf of an ivory triptych, by the Master of the Sois- 
sons Diptych, is of special note. This dates about 1300, and was 
bought for the Wade Collection. It brings another fine object 
to the growing group of Museum ivories. Two early illuminated 
miniatures, Italian, about 1200, were added, also, to the Wade 
Collection, the collection in which are included most of the fine 
manuscript leaves already in the Museum. 

Of primary importance was the gift by John L. Severance of 
the three finest watches in the famous Marfels Collection. Here- 
tofore there have been no watches in the Museum, and these 
three examples are remarkable, not merely because they are 
among the earliest of their craft, but also because of a very high 
degree of aesthetic beauty. One is a silver watch with engraved 
design by the famous copper plate engraver, Theodor de Bry; 
and the other two, one of rock crystal and gold enamel, and one 
of rock crystal with a delicately engraved gold dial, are exam- 
ples of the very rare cross-shaped watches, such as the high 
dignitaries of the church were accustomed to wear suspended 
on a ribbon or a chain. These are a very valued addition to the 
Department. 

Heretofore the examples of German portrait medallions in 
the Museum have been in boxwood or limewood. This year a 
head of a woman, asmall medallion in Kelheimer stone, called 
also lithographic stone, has been bought for the Dudley P. Allen 
Collection. 

A late eighteenth century glass beaker, American, was given 
in memory of Mary Flagg Hitchings by Eleanor B. and Frederic 
W. Hitchings; and a glass vase by the living Frenchman, Mau- 
rice Marinot, was presented through the generosity of C. M. de 
Hauke. 

Two Staffordshire lustre ware pitchers, English, the end of 
the eighteenth century in date, were given by Professor Henry 
E. Bourne; and a contemporary pottery head by Dina Kuhn, 
of the Bimini Werkstatten, in Vienna, was secured from the In- 
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ternational Exhibition of Ceramic Art, an exhibition which 
especially supplemented the work of this Department. 

A silver pitcher, American, was lent by Mrs. Maxfield Pease; 
and, as well, an exceedingly important loan, a group of sixty- 
three pieces of silver, was made through the generosity of Hollis 
French. 

A fine Flemish tapestry, “The Brook,” was lent again by Mr. 
and Mrs. Howard M. Hanna; and an important collection of 
books and manuscripts was lent by Paul J. Feiss. 


THE TEXTILE COLLECTION

During the past year the Textile Collection has received some 
notable accessions: seventy-five pieces in all, twenty-eight of 
which were gifts and forty-seven, purchases. Eleven Egyptian 
Coptic wool tapestries, which came as a gift, add to the impor- 
tance of the Museum series; the purchase of twenty-three Egyp- 
to-Arabic pieces included printed linens, embroideries, and silk 
tapestries of rare quality; the important series of Spanish silks 
was strengthened by the addition of five fragments of the His- 
pano-Moresque period and a superb mantle taken in the con- 
quest of Granada in 1492. The latter acquisition from the exhi- 
bition of Spanish and Portuguese textiles held in December was 
the most important single item in that exhibition, and its acqui- 
sition adds materially to the value of the J. H. Wade Collection. 
Two Spanish silks of the sixteenth century were added in 
October. An early Italian silk of the thirteenth century, a 
Regensburg brocade of the same period, three Italian velvets, 
and an English Spittalfields brocade completed the series of 
European woven silks. 

New embroideries include a piece from the Greek Island of 
Melos, four Italian strips of the sixteenth century, three Moroc- 
co pieces, two Danish cap backs, one English embroidery, a 
cloth of Mexican drawn-work, and a Spanish (?) embroidered re- 
ligious picture of the fifteenth century. Four pieces of lace came 
as gifts to the collection and also three French printed linens of 
the eighteenth and twentieth centuries. Additions to the Eastern 
section were a ceremonial Chinese brocade, two Persian pieces 


and two East Indian. The purchases were from the J. H. Wade 
Fund.

Prior to the arrival of the writer at the beginning of October, 
there was but slight activity in the Department, largely owing 
to the fact that it has had no full time curator for a number of 
years. A gift of a Chinese brocaded “Tribute Silk” was re- 
ceived from Samuel Mather; and objects lent by C. T. Loo, of 
Paris, and by Yamanaka and Company, of New York, were 
placed on exhibition. 

From January 10 to February 5, the Educational Department 
held an exhibition of Javanese Art; and, during the month of 
April, there was an exhibit of Japanese prints in the Educational 
Corridor. Early in December, changes were made in Galleries 
XII, XIII, and XIV in preparation for the special exhibition of 
Far Eastern Art which was to open December 18. This exhibi- 
tion, one of the largest ever held in the Middle West, was of 
especial importance to the Museum because it marked the 
revival of an interest that had lain somewhat dormant for 
several years. Bronze, jade, sculpture, painting, pottery, por- 
celain, and textiles, all were represented. Although some of the 
pieces belonged to the Museum and to Cleveland collectors, the 
great majority were borrowed from dealers. Three Museums 
also were kind enough to lend works of real importance. 

Objects purchased by the Museum from the exhibition are: 
a T’ang marble Bodhisattva; a Wei stone octagonal pedestal; 
an oil-drop Temmoku bow]; a Han inlaid bronze; a Wei horse; a 
T’ang stone head; a Han bull; a T’ang pottery mirror; a Han 
plaque; a Khmer head; a small Japanese painting; a Ting bowl; 
and a Han dish and ladle. None of these acquisitions duplicated 
anything already in the Department, or, in most cases, in Cleve- 
land.

The statistical résumé of a year’s activity in any department of 
the Museum gives a relative idea of the progress achieved. Yet 
to rely on figures alone would be to forego the consideration of 
the most important element of the advance, namely, the quality 
of the objects which make up this statistical growth. In 1928

the acquisitions to the Department were numerically small. The 
number of prints added in 1929 was somewhat greater—one 
hundred and fifty-six—which was forty-four more than in the 
previous year. Upon examining closely the various items which 
came through gift or by purchase, it is easily seen that the 
previous standard of quality was maintained, and from the 
point of view of filling important places in the collection, the 
recent additions were significant. 

Outstanding among the print gifts was “The Crucifixion with 
Four Angels,” by Martin Schongauer, the gift of Mrs. Ralph T. 
King. The important place taken by Martin Schongauer in the 
early beginnings of engraving makes the addition of any im- 
portant work by him of great value to the student, and, through 
this generous gift, the already creditable number of Schongauer’s 
engravings is well strengthened. Other German prints were 
three pages of ““Der Schatzbehalter,” woodcuts of the fifteenth 
century, and a sixteenth century engraving, by Lucas Cranach 
the Elder, “The Penitance of St. John Chrysostom,” also gifts 
of Mrs. Ralph T. King. In the field of Italian engraving in the 
sixteenth century, the “Adoration of the Magi,” by Cristofano 
Robetta, added another item to the group of prints by Mantegna 
followers; and two important engravings of the Dutch sixteenth 
century, “The Triumph of Mordecai,” by Lucas van Leyden, 
and “The Flood,” by Dirick Vellert, are of substantial note in 
the year’s procedure—these, too, were the gifts of Mrs. King. 

A group of varied prints was given by the following: Mrs. 
Dudley S. Blossom, Department of Musical Arts of the Mu- 
seum, Charles B. Gleason, Salmon P. Halle, Norman Kent, F. 
S. Lahm, Bella C. Landauer, Mr. and Mrs. Malcolm L. 
McBride, Charles F. Ramus, D. B. Updike, F. H. Robertson, 
Inc., Yale University, in memory of Amasa Stone Mather; 
there was also a bequest from the Estate of Mrs. Anna M. 
Schweinfurth. 

From the funds voted by the Committee of The Print Club, 
twelve woodcuts of the “Dance of Death,” by Hans Holbein 
the Younger, were acquired for the collection, supplementing 
another group which was bought for the Dudley P. Allen Collec- 
tion by the Museum, making a total of twenty-eight proofs. 
With the three proofs already in the Museum, the Department 
now owns thirty-one out of a set of forty subjects. In the various 
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print cabinets of Europe and America combined, there are but 
eight or ten complete sets, and the odd proofs which occasion- 
ally are to be found for sale are rarely of the quality of the 
Museum impressions. 

Other additions to the Dudley P. Allen Collection were: two 
etchings of the series of “The Prodigal Son,” by Abraham 
Bosse; an engraving of ““The Romancer,” after the painting by 
Jean Antoine Watteau, by Cochin (the drawing for which was 
added in the fall of 1928); a set of woodcuts of Tahiti, by Paul 
Gauguin; and fourteen etchings and drypoints by Pablo Picasso. 

A further item of unusual note is a complete set of the printed 
work of Edward Calvert—eleven pieces, comprising two en- 
gravings, two lithographs, and seven wood engravings, all of 
which were purchases from the J. H. Wade Fund. Edward 
Calvert was the follower of William Blake in literary and 
artistic tendencies; he produced these eleven prints in England 
in the early part of the nineteenth century. This complete set, 
the trial proofs from Calvert’s own portfolio, became available 
in 1929 and was added to the collection. Two etching-aqua- 
tints, by Edgard Degas, were purchased for the Charles W. 
Harkness Collection. 

Besides activity in the field of prints, thirty-five drawings 
were acquired. The group comprises drawings from the six- 
teenth century to the present time, from Italy, Holland, 
Flanders, France, England, and America. The effort in recent 
years has been to include, yearly, if possible, at least one out- 
standing drawing. This was accomplished in the purchase from 
the J. H. Wade Fund of the “Flight Into Egypt: The Holy 
Family Embarking in a Small Boat,” by Giovanni Battista 
Tiepolo. 

Among other drawings were: “Study for an Angel,” Anony- 
mous, a sixteenth century drawing in red chalk, attributed to 
Correggio but thought to be a possible Titian; “‘Landscape with 
St. Jerome,” School of Titian; “Study of a Standing Figure of 
Christ,”’ by Ludovico da Cigoli, formerly in the Bateson Collec- 
tion; “Madonna and Child,” by Jacopo da Empoli; “Head of a 
Young Man in Profile,” a red chalk drawing on blue paper, by 
Giovanni Battista Tiepolo; “Angel Appearing to Zacharias,” by 
Samuel van Hoogstraeten, of the Dutch School of the seven- 
teenth century; and a very important drawing of ‘Fighting

Horses,” by Theodore Gericault, from the French School of the 
nineteenth century—all of which were added to the Charles W. 
Harkness Collection. 

To the Dudley P. Allen Collection were added drawings as 
follows: “Temptation of St. Anthony,” by Luca Cambiaso; a 
“Biblical Subject,” by G. B. Castiglione; “Landscape with a 
Moated Village,” by Pieter Brueghel the Elder; “Landscape 
with a Cottage and Figures,” by Jan van Goyen; and “View of 
a Walled Town on a River,” by Wenzel Hollar. 

As has been customary each year at the time of the exhibition 
of work by Cleveland artists, prints and drawings from that 
exhibition were purchased, through funds appropriated by The 
Print Club, as gifts to the Department; nine prints and three 
drawings were added to the collection this year. Through the 
generosity of Mrs. Howard M. Hanna, another drawing, pur- 
chased from this exhibition, was presented to the Museum. 

A portfolio of reproductions of drawings by Old Masters was 
added to the Dudley P. Allen Collection. For the serious 
student, it is of considerable importance that the growth and 
development of an art be closely followed, and reproductive 
material, when the originals are not available, forms an integral 
part of the field for study. 

Besides the prints and drawings received in the Department 
through the year, the cancelled etched copper-plate for ‘‘Fisher- 
men of Percé,” The Print Club Publication (No. 6) for 1928, by 
Frank N. Wilcox, gift of The Print Club; the uncancelled wood- 
block for “Carolina Village,” by Charles E. Burchfield and J. J. 
Lankes, gift of the artists; an uncancelled linoleum block for 
“Madonna of the Flame,” by Charles F. Ramus, also gift of the 
artist; a bookplate, by Timothy Cole, gift of Foster Stearns; 
and a group of reproductions, gift of Henry Sayles Francis were 
incorporated into the material of the Department. 

On page 77 of this report, there is a list of the exhibitions 
which have been held for the current year. Among them was 
the Exhibition of Contemporary French Prints which was cir- 
culated under the auspices of L’Association Frangaise d’Expan- 
sion et d’Echanges Artistiques of Paris and The American 
Federation of Arts; this was hung in Galleries X and XI during 
the month of March. This group of prints was sponsored as a 
courteous exchange to this country for a similar exhibition sent 
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to the Bibliotheque Nationale, in Paris. It included outstanding 
works of etching, lithography, and woodcutting, done in France 
from 1850 to the present day. There were, also, two exhibitions 
lent by local collectors: one, which remained up through the 
summer, was an Exhibition of Seventeenth Century Dutch 
Prints, lent by Mr. and Mrs. Lewis B. Williams; and the other, 
an Exhibition of Prints by Contemporary British Artists, was 
lent by Miss Lucy S. Greene. The generosity of these lenders is 
always stimulating to other collectors and to the Department 
of the Museum. 

For those whom it may interest, a statistical report of the 
acquisitions for 1929 and a comparative table of acquisitions 
during the recent years is appended below:

THE LIBRARY 


Net G. Librarian 


The Library, with its printed information, must keep ahead of 
accessions in the various departments of the Museum as the 
objects in the collections may be regarded as illustrations in ma- 
terial form to the books in the library. This is impossible when a 
library is first established, when everything is needed at once 
and funds are far from adequate. Then the best effort is but in- 
effectual in obtaining even the most meager information on any 
subject desired, and dependence must be placed on some richer 
library coming to the rescue with loans of available material. 

This Library has now reached a point beyond that first acute 
inadequacy; many of the essentials are provided, but growth 
must yet proceed along the line of definite and often sudden re- 
quirements rather than in the direction of a general rounding 
out of all classes of art information. Many of the older, almost 
indispensable works become harder to obtain each year as 
every available copy is finding a permanent place in libraries of

public institutions or private collectors. In some cases a new 
edition is brought out to take the place of the old, or an entirely 
different work is projected which shall include the best of the 
old knowledge with the recent findings of the new. A book of 
such importance is Sarre and Trenkwald’s O/d Oriental Carpets, 
of which the first volume was published in 1926; and the second 
and concluding volume came to us this year. 

We still have occasion to supplement our book collection 
with generous loans from the Cleveland Public Library and 
from other libraries of the vicinity. This will probably always 
be advisable as it avoids the necessity for extensive duplication 
and supplies our need for material only slightly related to art 
subjects. 

Our resources have been increased also by valued gifts this 
year. A complete list of donors appears on page 71 but we wish 
to mention here the four volumes of coloured costume plates, 
Les Costumes Regionaux de la France, presented to the Library 
by Mrs. Ralph King. 

The constantly increasing reference work requires not only 
that the right books shall be available on the shelves but that 
their contents shall be intimately known to the staff. There 
must be sufficient knowledge of every subject to make it possible 
to guide the reader intelligently to the best source, and in many 
instances there must be intuition and judicious piecing together 
of facts to determine just what is desired by the inquirer. The 
crowded condition of the library shelves has made the reference 
work more difficult this year. 

The lack of space is also a handicap in administering the loan 
collections of lantern slides and photographs. In spite of this the 
circulation statistics mount steadily year by year. The 97,098 
lantern slides lent in 1929 represent an increase of 39% over 
1928, and the 22,006 photographs, an increase of 48%. Many 
of these loans are the direct result of intelligent salesmanship. 
Suggestion of suitable material is often needed. Many times 
the slides and illustrations in the collection do not fit the pre- 
conceived ideas of the borrower. The fact that he goes away 
satisfied and ready to come again shows a progress in art 
education. 

The collections have been increased this year by 2,120 slides 
and 934 photographs. Of the new slides, 69 on bookbinding were 
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the gift of Gertrude Stiles; 12 on pottery technique were pre- 
sented by R. Guy Cowan; and f0 autochrome slides came from 
the Garden Club of Cleveland. 

Provision for future expansion of the Library is a matter for 
serious consideration. There is no space above or below, east or 
west, north or south of our present location. The question can- 
not be settled by ceasing to grow. Some effectual means of 
housing the increasingly valuable contents of the Library must 
soon be found.

jects—a marble head broken from a woman’s figure on an 
Athenian grave relief; a dramatic little head of a Gaul, marble, 
of the School of Pergamon; two terra cotta heads of the sixth 
and fifth centuries, the earlier one of rare quality; and four 
coins. Only a very lively goat refuses temporarily to be classified. 

For the Charles W. Harkness Collection were bought an ar- 
chaic bronze of a shepherd boy; an interesting terra cotta 
negroid hermaphrodite, Hellenistic in origin; four terra cotta 
theatrical masks; and two fine black-figured Greek pitchers. 

A bronze mirror case, bearing a very beautiful Greek relief of 
Apollo and Dryope, purchased for the Dudley P. Allen Col- 


lection, is a satisfying end to a short list of the year’s accessions. 


DEPARTMENT OF PRIMITIVE ART 
Cuar.es F, Ramus, Assistant in Charge 


The Department devoted to Primitive Art, though yet small 
and quite inadequate in its representation of the arts of primi- 
tive peoples, has, nevertheless, received an impetus during the 
past year in the form of several gifts. Most notable of these are 
the collections of fifty-seven objects of African Art, the gift of 
the Gilpin Players of Cleveland, and of thirty-one objects, the 
gift of the African Art Sponsors. On behalf of these two organi- 
zations, in 1928, Mr. Paul Bough Travis secured these collec- 
tions in Africa; they were formally turned over to The Cleve- 
land Museum of Art and to The Cleveland Museum of Natural 
History at the beginning of the year. The two collections, which 
include pottery, armor, examples of weaving, basketry, wood- 
carving and ivory work, formed a nucleus around which was 
built the first exhibition of Primitive Art of Africa in the Mu- 
seum. This showing, which occurred last June, was held in 
Gallery VII; it was considerably reinforced by generous loans 
from a number of Museums, organizations, and private Cleve- 
land collectors. 

In the field of Pre-Columbian art little advancement was 
made, with the exceptions of a gift of Toltec and Aztec clay 
sculptures and carvings from Mrs. Ruth Fields Ruggles and of 
several loans, such as those by Mrs. J. H. Donahey and by 
Charles F. Ramus. The case of Pre-Columbian art in the Foyer 
was rearranged during the year so as to give a more comprehen- 
sive glimpse of the pottery, sculpture, and weavings of Ancient 
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Mexico. A small case of Prehistoric, Toltec and Aztec sculpture, 
consisting of objects from the Museum’s collections supplement- 
ed by loans, was placed on exhibition in the Educational Cor- 
ridor during the month of December. 

In the field of North American Indian art, several note- 
worthy gifts were made. One, a bequest of 12 baskets, all of 
which are fine examples of the Western, Northwestern and 
Alaskan Indians, was left to the Museum by Mrs. Horace Kelley, 
and the other a gift of fourteen baskets of the same provenance 
was made by Mrs. Kelley’s sister, Mrs. Lionel A. Sheldon. 
These two gifts are a welcome addition, in that they fill the gaps 
in the W. A. Price and other Museum collections. 

In December the Trustees voted an appropriation for the pur- 
chase of twenty pottery bowls from the Mimbres Valley ex- 
cavations in New Mexico. These bowls are outstanding in de- 
sign, and will add distinction to the small collection of pottery 
of this type which the Museum is forming.

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DEPARTMENT OF MUSICAL ARTS 


Artuur W. Quimsy, Curator 


A survey of the work of the past year emphasizes again the 
guiding principles of the Department, i. e., to present music 
which is based on an educational idea rather than programs 
given solely for entertainment. Two points of view determine 
the choice of this music: first, the Department desires to cover, 
each year, as wide a variety of subjects and types as possible; and 
second, within this wide range it plans to include one or two 
specialized subjects for more intensive consideration. The lat- 
ter subjects usually occupy several programs and thereby be- 
come the backbone of each year’s activity. 

The subject of major importance for the early part of this 
year was “German Lieder,” a series initiated in the autumn of 
the preceding year with a program of “The Songs of Schubert”; 
this was continued in January with “The Songs of Schumann,” 
by Harriet Eells; in March with “The Songs of Strauss and 
Wolf,” by Marcel Salzinger; and in May with “The Songs of 
Brahms and Franz,” by Lila Robeson. In the autumn a cycle 
of programs designed eventually to present the complete“ Piano- 
forte Sonatas” by Ludwig van Beethoven was initiated; the first 
was given by Beryl Rubinstein in October and proved of such 
interest that it had to be repeated for a second audience. For the 
second program, given in December by Severin Eisenberger, the 
experiment of presenting the same program two nights instead 
of twice the same night was tried. It was so successful that 
probably something of this sort will be continued for the re- 
mainder of this series. 

The choral series not only illustrates the range of subject 
treated but it also emphasizes the fact that the Museum offers 
a common meeting ground where all races and creeds can make 
their contribution to musical expression. The group included 
two programs concerning “‘Music of the Ecclesiastical Year,” 
by the choir of St. Ann’s Church; a program by The Lutheran 
Chorus; “Religious Music of the Jews,” by the choir of The 
Temple; “Good Friday Music,” by the choir of The First 
Baptist Church; ‘“‘English and American Music,” by The Choral 
Club of Glenville High Scoool; and “Christmas Music,” by the 
choir of Lake Erie College. 
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The most important single events were: “The Music of 
Arthur Honegger,” by the composer assisted by Andrée Vaura- 
bourg Honegger and Berty Jenny; “National Consciousness in 
Contemporary Music,” lecture-recital, by E. Robert Schmitz; 
music for solo violin, by André Ribaupierre; the fourth annual 
program of “Music by Cleveland Composers” (given in con- 
junction with the Eleventh Annual Exhibition of Work by 
Cleveland Artists and Craftsmen) ; and a program of chamber 
music by The Cleveland Quartet, assisted by Edward Buck, in 
which the great Quintet in C major, Opus 163, by Schubert, was 
given.

Organ recitals on the McMyler Memorial Organ were given 
monthly on Wednesday evenings, and on every Sunday after- 
noon except during July and August. These were given by or- 
ganists in and about Cleveland and by the Curator. 

The Department has directed Saturday classes for members’ 
children, those in English Folk Dancing being given by Olive 
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Whitworth, and those in Music Appreciation, by Eileen Brodie 
and Anne Bonnette. The Department has also provided a num- 
ber of Saturday afternoon programs for children, and codperated 
in the production of the Christmas Play. 

The Curator returned in June from his eleven months’ leave 
of absence for study abroad. During that period the Depart- 
ment was extremely fortunate in having as its acting head, 
Henry Sayles Francis, with Ida Lee Rogers, of the Educational 
Department, as secretary. On the Curator’s return, he accepted 
the position of Associate Professor of Music and Acting Head, 
Department of Music, at the College for Women, Western Re- 
serve University. This meant that the detail of the Department 
had to be turned over to a secretary, Eleanor Osgood.

DEPARTMENTS OF PUBLICITY AND MEMBERSHIP 


I. T. Frary, Secretary 
PUBLICITY 


The continuous shifting of population, together with changes in 
personal tastes and interests, place on the Publicity Department 
a responsibility for constantly building up new public interest 
in the Museum and its activities. 

Many of those who attended lectures and recitals and who 
contributed to the Museum’s support last year are no longer 
with us, due to death, removal from the city, and various other 
causes. These vacancies must be replaced; for institutions such 
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as this merit public support in proportion to the value of ser- 
vice which they render, and service can be rendered only as a 
desire is manifested for it. 

The public’s interest in the Museum is determined largely by 
its knowledge of the institution. The public contributes to the 
Museum in proportion to its feeling that its support is merited. 

On the Publicity Department devolves the responsibility for 
keeping the Museum before the public, in order to promote in- 
terest in its activities, and through this interest, create a desire 
to provide for its support through memberships and gifts. 

At the conclusion of this Department’s ninth year of existence, 
it may be well to present an analysis of its work and methods; 
in so doing it is necessary to emphasize the fact that the Mu- 
seum is an educational institution, acultural center, and pays no 
money for advertising. It is given publicity most generously by 
innumerable newspapers and periodicals in recognition of the fact 
that it is conducted not for profit but solely for the purpose of 
benefiting the public by promoting a general appreciation for 
art and the finer things of life. 

THE AIMS OF MUSEUM PUBLICITY 
a. To — public attention to the Museum so that it may serve more 
eopie. 
b. To a notice to the public of current Museum activities, such as ex- 
hibitions, lectures, classes, gallery talks, musical programs, et cetera. 
c. To publish information regarding art and matters pertaining to art. 
(This is in reality a form of educational extension work.) 
MEANS OF SECURING PUBLICITY 
a. Publication in newspapers, magazines, house organs and other periodicals, 
of articles, and photographs, et cetera, in which attention is drawn to 
the Museum, its collections, its activities, and services. 
b. Publication and distribution of calendars, announcements, posters, et 
cetera, giving definite notice of, and information regarding, exhibitions, 
lectures, and other current events. 


c. Publication of informational and critical articles on current exhibitions, 
accessions, and activities. 

d. Publication of news, feature and human interest stories on Museum and 
matters pertaining to it, or on any phase of art or allied subjects. 

e. Information, statistics, photographs and half-tone cuts furnished to pub- 
lishers on request. The half-tone cuts are those used in the Bulletin and 
in other publications which carry Museum material. During the year 
185 cuts were lent to 24 publications. 

f. Lectures, gallery talks, classes, books, magazine articles, newspaper stories, 
by staff members. These possess excellent publicity value. 
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The Publicity Department is judged largely by the volume of 
clippings that go into its files, and this shows a gratifying in- 
crease over the record established last year. The files show 
28,000 inches of space during the year, in addition to which 
large amounts of space have been filled by Museum stories in 
out-of-town publications which are not available for clipping. 

More important, however, than increasing columns of printed 
matter, is the spirit of confidence and good will that we feel is 
being manifested toward the Museum by the public and by 
those controlling channels of publicity. 

Publicity is too often confused with advertising. Although to 
many this Department’s function is vaguely supposed toconsist 
of “putting stories in the papers,” that 1s in reality but one of its 
methods of bringing the Museum favorably before the public. A 
multitude of courtesies extended by the Museum to individuals 
and to other institutions are of as much importance as the arti- 
cles which it publishes. Innumerable questions are answered, 
classes taught, lectures given, visitors entertained, advice, as- 
sistance, and information furnished to writers, students, and 
other inquirers,—all contacts which tend to build up a friendly 
relation with the Museum and cause people to regard it, not as 
a formal, somewhat awe-inspiring institution, but rather as a 
place where they may feel welcome among surroundings that 
minister to their aesthetic pleasure and aid in cultivating their 
appreciation for art and beauty. 

It is this spirit that brings patronage and support, by means 
of which the Museum is enabled to grow and to carry on with 
increasing effectiveness the various functions for which it was 
created. 

MEMBERSHIP 

The Membership and Publicity Departments are closely allied, 
each being dependent upon and at the same time contributory 
to the other. Information regarding the Museum, which is 
given wide dissemination by the Publicity Department, aids 
materially in arousing interest in the institution and through 
this interest in promoting membership. On the other hand, che 
members themselves, if vitally interested, furnish, through word 
of mouth, a most effective form of publicity. 

As was stated in the report of this Department last year, one 
of the problems confronting it is the maintenance of personal 
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relationships between the Museum and its members. This 
becomes more difficult as the membership grows larger, for 
the individual tends to feel that his personality and small con- 
tribution are lost and possess little value in so large an organiza- 
tion. The more wealthy the Museum appears, the less the in- 
dividual senses his responsibility and importance to it; yet the 
facts are quite the reverse for, as the collections grow and 
service to the public broadens, more and more income is re- 
quired. The dues of one Annual member may mean little, but 
when multiplied by more than five thousand, the aggregate is of 
great importance. Morever, his attendance at lectures and other 
museum functions provides moral support that is equally im- 
portant. 

Our Museum has provided, for the benefit of its members, 
many activities and privileges, such as study classes, gallery 
talks, receptions, reservation in the lecture hall, publications, 
calendars, et cetera, the cost of which is charged against the in- 
come from dues. Examination of the Treasurer’s Report shows 
that not only are all these expenses met from membership in- 
come, together with the cost of handling departmental records 
and details, but a generous sum is turned over to meet general 
expenses and to build up a Membership Endowment Fund... 
This fund now amounts to $302,144.10 and provides income 
which may be used either for meeting current expenses or for 
purchasing works of art. 

With these facts in mind it is evident that a permanent mem- 
bership is essential, and that losses which every institution of 
the sort sustains through death, resignation, removal from the 
city, and other causes present a serious problem. 

If members will realize that their contributions, however 
small, together with their codperation in the Museum’s activ- 
ities, are of real value, and that the Cleveland Museum is an 
asset of vital importance to the city, fewer will drop out except 
from necessity; and as a result the membership can be built up 
to gratifying proportions with the same effort that is expended 
now in maintaining it at a level. 

The Museum’s rolls now show 6,262 members. The income 
for the year has been $70,240, of which $26,965 has been 
credited to the Membership Endowment Fund. This is a rec- 
ord of which to be proud; but with a population of a million and 
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a quarter to draw upon, there seems to be every reason for its 
betterment. 


SALES DESK 


Sales for the year have been slightly in excess of those for last 
year. The Department made the experiment of publishing one 
of the Museum’s most popular objects in photogravure, the 
prints selling for 15 cents each. These were received in April, 
and since then gos prints have been sold, as against total sales 
for the year, of 859 regular 50 cent photographs of all other 
subjects.

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EDUCATIONAL DEPARTMENT 


RossirEr Howarp, Curator 


The resources of the Department have been given about equally 
to instruction of adults and instruction of children. The attend- 
ance table, to be sure, shows a much larger figure for children; 
but of that number 31,000 records school children, whose in- 
struction is largely paid for by several public school systems. 

The adult work is yearly growing in the variety of courses 
offered. There have been eleven separate courses (of class work) 
given during the year, aside from public lectures on Friday 
evenings and Sunday afternoons. In three of the courses the 
classes have drawn in the galleries in connection with their 
lectures. The other courses have been in several fields of the 
history and appreciation of art. Classes from the School of Art, 
the University, and the School of Education have continued 
their visits, and the staff has given courses and lectures for those 
institutions and for the Institute of Music, and the Y. W. C. A. 
One instructor has been added, Miss Charlotte Young, in place 
of Miss Underhill, who is transferring to the Department of 
Decorative Arts. 

There have been two major developments of the children’s 
work. First, a large increase of support from public schools. The 
Cleveland Public Schools have added Miss Carabelle Monfort 
as a third teacher at the Museum; and two suburban systems, 
Shaker Heights and Cleveland Heights, have contributed 
enough to pay a large proportion of the salary of a Museum 
teacher. Miss Pauline Kast has been added to the staff, charged 
chiefly with the organization of work with those two school 
systems. Miss Kast took the place of Miss Marguerite Bloom- 
berg, who resigned in March to be married. Second, the de- 
centralization of children’s drawing through the establishment 
of art clubs in branch libraries has found support through a 
generous gift from Mr. and Mrs. Charles Billings Gleason. The 
gift has made possible the retention of a teacher to carry on 
work with eleven of the clubs. Eleven more are led by students 
from The Cleveland School of Art, five of whom were, a few 
years ago, our own Museum children. These teachers all meet 
with the assistant curator several times a year to compare draw- 
ings of their pupils and discuss the work. Scholarships granted 
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by The Cleveland School of Art to Museum children have gener- 
ously continued, seven full scholarships and seven half scholar- 
ships to the children’s classes at the School of Art. 

Children’s work can grow no further within the Museum 
building. Future development can consist only in improving the 
present work and controlling the outside growth in profitable 
directions. How far it ought to be allowed to grow is a new 
problem in museum administration. 

A similar problem exists regarding the Museum lending 
collections. This extension department was started years ago 
as a sort of scattering of bait to catch the public of outlying 
districts. It has developed into a service to institutions, par- 
ticularly schools and branch libraries, providing exhibition 
study collections of art unsuitable for the routine distribution 
of the large and efficient Educational Museum of the Cleveland 
Public Schools. Our service reaches far out into the county, and 
it is yearly increasing in refinement of adaptation to needs and 
in quantity. During the year the number of loans increased 
50%. The work is done by Mrs. Ruggles on two-thirds time 
(theoretically, but actually much more), with two assistants 
each on two days a week. 

The collection now consists of about 3300 objects. Mrs. 
Ruggles spent three months during the summer in Europe pur- 
chasing material. The accessions for the year are as follows:

DEPARTMENT OF PRINTING AND PHOTOGRAPHY 
E. A. Rucctes, In Charge 


Probably few of the many members of the Museum who read 
this report have an accurate idea of the many activities of this 
Department. It is located at the west end of the building above 
the exhibition galleries, reached only by the private stairway 
and seldom seen by visitors. Here, two distinct kinds of work are 
carried on, printing and photography, both happily related and 
both hobbies of the head of the Department while he was still 
practicing architecture. 

The printing plant is well equipped with type, and has three 
presses, one power and two hand presses. All the object and 
painting labels, calendars, and other notices and signs seen in 
the galleries are printed here, as are also most of the office forms, 
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letter heads, envelopes, lecture notices and leaflets, invitations, 
programs, memorials, and many other items. Occasionally we 
are called upon by outsiders to design printed matter, and we 
have looked after the manufacture of several books. 

The photograph studio also has its own kind of work to do. 
Mainly this consists in making photographs of paintings, prints, 
sculpture, furniture, china, glass, armor, textiles, pottery, and 
other things owned by the Museum and needed for publicity, 
study, Bulletin illustrations, or registration. With almost no 
exceptions, all the photographs used in any way by the Museum 
since 1915 have been made here. We make lantern slides for 
the library’s constantly growing collection and also for a num- 
ber of other institutions, chiefly: The Cleveland School of Art, 
The Cleveland School of Architecture, Western Reserve Uni- 
versity, Yale University, Carnegie Institute. Besides there have 
been many individual orders from all parts of the country. 
These two main activities do not cover all the work, however, 
as we copy and restore daguerreotypes and old photographs, 
and make many portraits, and photographs of the Museum 
building. All the photographs and photographic post cards for 
sale at the Museum are made in this Department. 

Entirely outside of printing and photography, we make nu- 
merous architectural studies foralterations and extentions of the 
building, drawings for pedestals, cases, and other installation 
material. 

The work of the Department has increased about 10% 
over 1928. This year we completed 1034 orders and added 
1061 new negatives to our collection which brings the total a- 
bove 12,000. Other items included in the orders were 2632 
lantern slides, 21,363 post cards, 8999 photographs other than 

‘post cards. New type cases added to the printing plant equip- 
ment during the last months of the year will add to the effi- 
ciency of the work as well as to the attractiveness of the shop. 
No new equipment was added to the photograph studio, but 
we hope that during the coming year enough new lights can be 
added so that the making of flash lights may be entirely dis- 
continued. 

Of course all these various activities could not be carried on 
without the willing codperation of the assistants in the De- 
partment: E. G. DiDero and Miss Leutner in the photograph 
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studio, Miss Lutz in the print shop, and for the last three 
months, Miss Standin in the office.

DEPARTMENT OF REGISTRATION 


Eveanor R. Sackett, Registrar 


Compared with 1928, the registration records for 1929 show the 
usual variation in statistics. A noticeable difference is in the 
number of objects held in suspense; there were fewer this year 
by nearly one half. This is a welcome change, as the records of 
the year can appear in a more complete form. 

The number of special exhibitions was practically the same 
as in the previous year. Three of the largest were: Paintings 
from the Foreign Section of the International Exhibition at 
Carnegie Institute; International Exhibition of Ceramic Art; 
and our own Eleventh Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland 
Artists and Craftsmen. Selected paintings from this last ex- 
hibition were sent to the Ohio State Fair, where they were ex- 
hibited for a month. 

The Museum again has two traveling exhibitions in its charge 
—an exhibition of water colors (No. 2) by Cleveland artists, and 
an exhibition of oils also by artists of Cleveland; both started 
out on their itineraries in the fall of 1929, and will probably not 
return for several months. 

A collection of paintings was received by the Museum for 
shipment to Elmira, New York; paintings by various artists of 
Cleveland came to the Museum for shipment to Erie, Penn- 
sylvania; and sculpture and ‘paintings for the One-Hundred 
and Twenty-fourth Exhibition of the Pennsylvania Academy 
of the Fine Arts were received by the Museum, passed upon by 
a jury, and sent to Philadelphia. 
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Visitors from other museums continue to show interest in our 
registration system and request material explaining our routine 
in recording objects of art. 

Insurance coverage to the amount of $1,345,204.00 was writ- 
ten in 1929 as against $1,001,529.26 in 1928.

DEPARTMENT OF BUILDINGS AND GROUNDS 


Joun W. McCase, Superintendent 


Through twelve years of continuous service our heating, venti- 
lating, and conditioning systems have proved very satisfactory 
and have required a minimum amount for upkeep. In order to 
keep a uniform condition of humidity and temperature in our 
galleries and storage, it is necessary to operate the plant con- 
tinuously, day and night, throughout the heating season. Dur- 
ing the summer it is necessary also, on exceptionally humid 
days, to furnish heat during the night in order to prevent any 
damage which might occur as the result of excessive moisture. 
Approximately 600 tons of coal were used during the year at a 
cost of $3,300.00. The operating expenses of the heating, light- 
ing and ventilating systems for the year amounted to $16,369.73. 

During 1929 certain repair work was done on the building, 
such as pointing all joints on parapet walls; pointing all roof 
tiles; replacing lights of reinforced glass in outer skylights; 
cleaning and painting walls and ceilings of several galleries and 
offices; and refinishing all gallery seats. 

The condition of the grounds remains practically unchanged. 
On the north side of the building, 40 rhododendrons and 3,500 
Berberis Thunbergi seedlings were planted, the latter being used 
as a dwarf edging.

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Shop orders amounted to 228, aggregating $5,095.24. The 
most important of these were: 2 Kensington cases for the 
Children’s Museum; 2 single door bookcases, 1 six-door storage 
cabinet, 8 glazed doors for the Library; 2 shelf cases for the 
Print Department; 10 whitewood sanded pedestals for Museum 
objects; 1 oak cabinet with drawers for storage of small objects; 
and 1 shadow screen. Pedestals, cases, and a shadow screen were 
made for various orders outside of the Museum. 

The Department handled 1,265 incoming shipments and 457 
outgoing shipments. The necessary men were supplied to install 
29 special exhibitions and to rearrange various galleries. Men 
were furnished to assist at the following receptions: Eleventh 
Annual Exhibition of Work by Cleveland Artists and Crafts- 
men; The Ninth Exhibition of Contemporary American Oils; 
French Art Since Eighteen Hundred; and Far Eastern Art. 

On November 11, the Department suffered a severe loss in 
the death of Kyrle T. Garrett, assistant to the Superintendent; 
Mr. Garrett had been in the Department ten years. On Decem- 
ber 18, William Hank, a custodian, died; he had been in the 
Museum five years. Both were ideal museum employees, and 
their loss has been keenly felt by the Department. 

The total cost of operating the Department of Buildings and 
Grounds during 1929 was $63,204.85.

“The name of said corporation shall be, The Cleveland 

Museum of Art. The purposes for which said corporation is
